Rowan Republicans Nominate. 
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The Senate of Tennessee passed a State-wide prohi- 
bition bill by a vote of 21 to 12. The House adopted the 
same by a vote of 62 to 36. 

THE BILL. 

The first day's event of legislative session was the in- 
troduction in the Senate by Mr. Holliday of the State-wide 
prohibition bill. The bill provides: "That it shall not 
hereafter be lawful for any person to sell or tipple any in- 
toxicating liquors, including wine, ale and beer, as a bev- 
erage, within four miles of any schoolhouse, public or pri- 
vate, where a school is kept, whether the school be then 
in session or not, in this State, and that any one violating 
I the provisions of this act si all be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, shall be punished by fine for each 
offense of not less than $50 nor more than $500. and im- 
prisonment for a period of not less than thirty days nor 
more than six months. 

"It is further enacted that the grand juries shall 
have and exercise inquisitorial power in respect to viola- 
tions of this act, and it shall be the duty of the Circuit 
and Criminal Judges of the State to give the same in 
charge to them." 

REASONS FOR VETO. 

On Tuesday, January 19, Governor Patterson vetoed 
the bill. His chief reasons are: 

Gov. Patterson charges that such legislation is against 
the Democratic platform and the doctrine of self-govern- 
ment; that it sets aside the recorded will of the people; 
that experience has taught that no arbitrary prohibition 
law was ever obeyed, and its enactment brings no settle- 
ment of the question; that it destroys property, reduces 
State revenues, increases taxation, takes money from the 
people to send it elsewhere, foments discord, impairs the 
dignity of the Commonwealth; fosters hypocrisy, and in- 
vites evasion and deceit in the people. 

The Governor's ideas about hypocrisy, discord, reve- 
nue, etc., received a firm rebuke by both the Senate and 
House, who by the original majority set aside the Gov- 
ernor's veto as quick as they had a chance. The bill be- 
comes effective on July 1st of this year, and after that 
date the man who sells will be punished. 

MANUFACTURE PROHIBITED. 

To further show how the people of Tennessee regard 
the whiskey business both houses of the Legislature on 
Thursday and Friday passed a bill to prohibit the MAN! - 
facture of liquors in the State; the bill takes effect Jan- 
uary 1, 1910. 

The Governor is expected to veto it. arid it will lie apt 
to become a law as did the sale bill.

In this connection it may be said 
that some people think that yellow 
corn has a stronger or higher feed- 
ing value than white eorn, but all 
the experiments (and they have 
been many) along that line have 
proven that there is no such differ- 
ence between the two. However, 
you have a double chance to sell 
the white corn to the stock feeder 
and to the mill men, while yellow 
corn will not make good bread. It 
may he noted in this connection 
that white corn should have a white 
cob and yellow corn a red cob, and 
not the reverse.
